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FOREWORD 


T would perhaps not have been impossible for the modest and eager man 
I whose name appears on the cover of this book to catch up the train of an easy 
analogy, and see himself, in his role of banker and collector of art, as one of the 
spiritual heirs of the Medici. Yet nothing could have been further from Henry 
Goldman’s intuition. I had only the most casual of acquaintances with him; but 
he left on one an absolutely indelible imprint, not of the patron but of the student. 
The concept that above all I associate with his presence among his collections, 
is the idea of search, a never-finished pursuit of aesthetic experience and above 
all, of the pang of an Einfiithlung which, when he was moved by a work of art, 
was deeply genuine with him. 

His paintings have long been dispersed, but the present catalogue contains, 
together with the appointments of Mrs Goldman’s apartment, all the works of 
art collected by him which remained. The great serious Bellano bronze, David 
with the Head of Goliath, with its penetrating psychological study of ruthless 
and ambitious youth; the bravura of the Cellini inkstand, a sophisticated solution 
of the sculptural problems posed by the two figures; the serenity, in contrast, 
of the della Robbia tabernacle, which speaks with the other voice of the Italian 
Renaissance, the antinomy of piety in the midst of profligacy; the exquisitely 
sculptural Florentine dolphin table and cassoni, the furniture of princes; all 
these and many others came under the scrutiny of that analytical spirit, and 
yielded up their quality to it. 

Those who had heard of Henry Goldman only as a connoisseur of Italian 
art may be agreeably astonished at the small but choice collection of Chinese 
ceramics, mainly K’ang Hsi and Yung Chéng porcelains—and here the empha- 
sis is again on sculptural vivacity—and the drawings by Van Gogh, Renoir 
and Matisse that represent his lively awareness of the contemporary mind. 
But always figural subjects, human beings and animals, vital relationships, 
not the impersonality of landscape, still life, or geometry, for this was a 


lover of lusty humanity.

Note: A letter from Dr W. Bode to Sir Joseph Duveen, dated Charlottenburg, 


June 1, 1920, which will be given to the purchaser, reads in part as follows (translation) : 
“Yesterday just after I returned from Nurnberg I met your representative from London, 
who brought me the bronze. I examined this in detail and compared it with the group 
which is almost identical with it in the Rothschild Collection in Vienna, which I knew 
when in the Palazzo Borghese. 


“T haven’t the least doubt that your piece is an original of the sixteenth century, 
and in fact an original by Benvenuto Cellini. 


“The group, representing Virtue conquering Vice, seems in fact, to be identical with 
the Rothschild piece, with the exception of minor details. Against this the base discloses 
many differences, but in spite of these it is characteristic of the period. Repetitious 
productions of this model, which was possibly originally executed by Cellini in gold, 
must have been very famous and were remarkably frequent, especially of the group; 
most of these show smaller or greater differences, perhaps because Cellini sought to 
improve the reproductions. You know that we have in the Kaiser Friedrich Museum 
two different examples of this group, of which I have seen yet another pair of repro- 
ductions. 


“The authenticity and the age of your piece is established beyond doubt by the 
manner of the chiseling and the absolutely characteristic patina. As is customaty in the 
Renaissance, the piece is covered with an artistic dark lacquered patina. . . . I asked 
your representative for a photograph which I want to include in my new (small) 
edition of Italian Bronze Statuettes of the Renaissance.”

Dr W. R. Valentiner, in the Goldman catalogue, (vide infra) writes in more 
detail as follows: “There exist several versions of this composition by Cellini, but the 
present one and the similar one in the collection of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild 
seem to have been the final version, which he executed after several preparatory studies. 
Two of these studies are in the Berlin Museum, one in gilded bronze; a figure somewhat 
similar to the demon is in the Victoria and Albert Museum, and another, related to it 
in style, is in the hands of a dealer in The Hague, while a wax model is in the pos- 
session of Mr. Charles Loeser, in Florence. A very fine version of the whole group, 
representing Virtue overcoming Vice, is in the Widener collection in Philadelphia 
(formerly in the John Edward Taylor sale), where the demon is male and winged, 
and another in the collection of the late H. C. Frick of New York (formerly in the 
J. P. Morgan collection) .”

‘It is his influence 
and his types, not his handiwork, that we see in these reliefs’. The example in the 
Castello de Lari dates as late as 1524, according to the coat of arms; that is, when Andrea 
was in his eighty-ninth year, a year before his death.
